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In early February 1960 Prinoe Te sent two represeatatives to Ninghsia to 
discuss a rapprochemgat with the local Chinese Communist authorities.* At 
the end of “ebruary, one representative had returned to Prince Te, while the 
other, Giljintai**, remained in Ninghsia.
